New York, Feb. 26—President Roose- 


velt was the chief speaker tonight at 
a great mass meeting at Carnegie 
Hall, held "to do honor to the charac- 
ter and labors of John Wesley. fO'ind- 
er of Methodism, scholar, missionary, 
philanthropist, preacher and gentle- 
man." The meeting was held under the 
Auspices of the New York Thank Of- 
fering Commission, 
which 
has had 
charge of the local work of the twentieth 
century thank offering fund of the 
120,000,000 that has been raised by 
Jnethodlsts. 


Samuel \V. Bowne

President Roosevelt tit his right and 
on tho pint form were a number of 
r'ominent clergymen.

iroximlty. Guests were called out of 
heir rooms. 
There was no loss of life however, 
Ithough there were many narrow es- 
apps, several lives veing saved by he- 
oism of firemen and police. 


The; Pik,, building was totally de- 


stroyed, including offices of the United 
Stiites and Ad uns express companies, 
White's n-staj.ii ant, Joffee's 
grocery, 


Mai tin's restaurant, Empson's confec-j 
tionery, Sliiiuss' cigar store, the the- 
ater auditorium and green room and 
many offices on the upper floor. ' 


The building adjoining the Pike on 


the east, occupied by 
the 
Robert 
Clark company, 
publishers; Guhme 
Bros., jewelers, and otheis, was en- 
tirely gutted. 


The Season-Good building on the 
west and the Boedlc building on the 
east wore badly damaged. 


The huge publishing 'house of the 
American book company 
and 
other 
pioperty along Baker streel, including 
Zambiel & Co.'s box factory, were 
also burned, and the telephone build- 
ing considerably damaged. 


Other adjoining 
properties 
were 
threatened, but owing to good work 
of the fire department the spread of 
the lire was checked. 


Shortly after the names were dis- 


covered It was thought tho fire was 
under control, but an explosion sup- 
posed to come from liquids In storage 
caused the flames to 
spread beyond 
control.

He has 
the following crimes at his door by 
self-confession: 
Emma Littleman, killed In Cincin- 
nati lumber yard, January 21, 1894. 
Mary Bckert, strangled to dealh op- 
posite Cincinnati Y. M. C. A. August 
1., 1894. 
"Jennie Connors Kmipp, -sc-ttfiid wife, 
murdered in Cincinnati, and thrown 
into canal there Aug. 7, 1894. 
Ida Gebhard, a child assaulted and 
murdered in Indianapolis, July 39, 1895, 
her body being found several days 
later In a barn in West Indianapolis. 
Hannah Goddard Knapp, third wife, 
murdered at 
Hamilton, 
Ohio, body 
thrown into Miami river December 2a, 
1902. 


Since his return to this city in De- 
cember he has, the police believe, been 
guilty of two barn burnings. When 
convicted for the Bessie Drapier as- 
sault In 1896 he threatened to get even 
with every one concerned ia the con- 
viction. Ex-Sheriff 
Womack, 
then 


sheriff, gained his enmity. His barn 
was recently burned and several thous- 
and dollars worth of fine horses and 
imported cattle roasted to death. 
Al. Boardman, one of the jurors, who 
convicted him, lost a barn by fire a 
few weeks ago. AJm|ost every nour 
adds to the list of crimes laid to the 
man's door. 


Anna Gamble, the fourth wife, re- 
ceived a letter from her hsuband today, 
evidently written after his confession 
to the Hamilton authorities last night. 
From its tone Knapp expects to be 
sent to the penitentiary for life. 
When asked if she thought Knapp 
was insane the new wife said he had 
never acted as though any thing was 
the matter with his mind.

made an extensive statement tonight 
at the Jail.
